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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/20/04 and 2/2/04 has 
been considered by the examiner. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: "23". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 10, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Yabe (US 6,745,860 B2). 

Yabe discloses a construction machine comprising an upper rotating body 2, an 
engine 34, hydraulic device 35, lower body 1, heat exchanger (or radiator) 17, oil cooler 
18, cooling device or fan 16, and a maintenance passage defined by an intake port 45 
and an exhaust port 41, as shown in figures 19-24. 

With respect to claim 2, Yabe discloses a front partition wall 48 and a rear 
partition wall 47, as shown in figure 20. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yabe, as applied to claims 2 and 10 above, and further in view of Nakajima et al. 



(US 6,901,903 B2). 
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Yabe does not disclose doors or lids for access to the engine. Nakajima et al. 
does disclose a construction vehicle with engine including a pair of side by side cooling 
means 15,16, lids 22,30,50, and lateral doors 21A, 21B, as shown in figure 1. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
have provided the vehicle of Yabe with the access lids and doors of Nakajima et al. in 
order to provide access to the engine and other structure for maintenance purposes.
